55. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 54, wherein the copy comprises an e- 
mail message, and the plurality of processing instructions are further configured for 
directing the p r ocessing device to send th e- e - mail message to a special e - mail address. 

56. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 54, wherein the copy comprises a 
facsimile message and the plurality ef processing instructions ar e further configured fo r 
directing the processing further cause the server device to send the facsimile message to 
a telephone number associated with a facsimile machine. 

57. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 56, wherein the pl urality of 
pr ocessing instructions ar^-Arther-ee nfigured for directing the - processing further cause 
the server device to: 

produce a new record for a second table stored in the memory, and 
send the facsimile message for the new record for the second table. 

58. (Currently Amended) A system[[,]] comprising: 

means for receiving an o rigina l e-mail message addressed to a subscriber ;

subscriber device ;

66. (Currently Amended) The system of claim 51, further comprising a telephone 
menu system configured to allow performance of one or more of the following actions: 
logging in, identifying the e-mail message associated with th e co py that matches the 
c riterio n pre-stored document characteristics , selecting from recorded options, and 
inputting information for forwarding the e-mail message, associat ed with the co py-that 
matches the criterion. 
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
